smoke point of eighteen millimetres or more and 
is ordinarily used as an illuminant in oil burning 
lamps;

oil (excluding mineral colza oils and white spirit)

(iii) leaves carbon re.sidiic of not less than 1/4 
per cent, by weight when tested by Rams- 
bottoom Carbon Residue Apparatus. 

(iv) is as dark as, or darker than 0,04 Normal 
Iodine solution when tested by colour 
comparison test, and 

(v) possesses a viscosity of 100 second or more 
by Redwood I Viscometer at 37.8“ centi¬ 
grade. 

(6) “lubricating oil” means any oil as is ordinarily 
used for lubrication, excluding any hydrocarbon 
oil which has its flash point below 93.3° centigrade. 

. (7) “Electrical measuring, checking, analysing or 
automatically controlling instruments and 
apparatus” means 

(a) Instruments or apparatus for measuring or 
checking electrical quantities; 

(b) Machines, appliances, instruments or appa¬ 
ratus of a kind described in Heading No, 
90.14, 90,15 , 90.16, 90.17, 90.24, 90.25, 
90.26, 90.27, 90.29 (other than strobos¬ 
copes), 90.31 or 90.33, the operation of 
which depends on an electrical phenomenon 
which varies according to the factors to be 
ascertained or automatically controlled;
